It calls for 
spending $5,768,720,000. 
The major portion of the pre­ 
pared work, $3,480,661,000, is al­ 
lotted the air force and w ill be 
lured to strengthen its bases in 
this country, in the territories and 
overseas. 
The rum of 
$1,368,025,000 is 
earmarked for army construction 
and $786,267,000 for the navy. In 
addition, there is .about $133,766,- 
000 for joitjt projects and for con­ 
struction of recreational and wel­ 
fare facilities at bases.

finished. 
Democrats -- President Truman 
has given no hint of whether he’ll 
seek re-election. 
Apparently a- 
waiting his decision, most of his 
fellow Democrats have remained 
pretty mum on any other choice 
of their own, if any. 
They don’t seem to have a wide 
choice. Given mention as possible 
Democratic candidates if Mr. T ru ­ 
man doesn’t run are these three: 
Senator Douglas of Illinois: and 
the supreme court’s Chief Justice 
Vinson 
and 
associate 
Justice 
Douglas. 
The supreme court is not a place 
for developing political attractive­ 
ness and the two justices don’t 
have much popular backing: and 
as for Senator Douglas--the presi­ 
dent is reported to dislike him in­ 
tensely. 
The experts ridicule any sug­ 
gestion that if Mr. Truman does. ; 
n't run he might, f he wanted to, 
be able to persuade Eisenhower to 
take the Democratic nominator!. 
Republican backers of the gen­ 
eral claim to know' ho. is a Repub­ 
lican and would run only on the 
Republican 
ticket. 
Only 
last 
week the president said he doesn’t 
think the general is a candida*-.' 
for the 
Democratic 
nomination ! 
although that doesn’t rule out the 
chance he might try to persuade 
the general to be the candidate. 
If Eisenhower ran a 
a Demo­ 
crat a lot of Republicans backing 
him now as their candida^ would 
be badly embarrassed They could­ 
n’t very well 
campaign 
against 
him later. 
From what hr s said in*the past. 
Eisenhower 
doesn t seem 
vt ry 
close to Mr Trum an’s thinking on 
domestic affairs. 
The 
president 
has urged much wider economy 
security for everyone, for instance, 
through a national medical health 
program. 
W hile he was 
still ac*.\e 
president of Colum ba University 
Eisenhower once said people look­ 
ing for security could find i' in 
jail, a remark which brought him 
criticism, even from his own stu­ 
dents at Columbia. 
But the general is much dosser 
to the president’s views on for­ 
eign affairs than he is to Senator 
Taft's The general and the p re s i­ 
dent both want strong military al­ 
liance with Europe.

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A Retailer Tells His Side of Prices 
Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


Hardly a day passes but what some one is 
heard to complain of high prices—and they 
are right, but the o rd in a ry storekeeper here 
in Fayette County, and other places, 
also 
has his side of the case. 
A few days ago this writer listened while 
a Washington C. H. store owner, who is con­ 
stantly on the job and knows by actual 
working 
experience 
what 
he is 
talking 
about, said some things that seem only fair 
to pass on to the general public. 
In addition to the trials and tribulations 
of extra book 
work, dealing with govern­ 
ment inspectors and other annoyances hav­ 
ing to do with price control by the govern­ 
ment, the average merchant, he said, has the 
economic side to consider in connection with 
his business. 
A little over a year ago this country w it­ 
nessed a wave of scare buying that came 
quickly with the Korean war. There was 
frightened talk and many rumors about fu­ 
ture shortages of nearly everything. 
The 
main problem of many merchants seemed to 
be to get enough goods from wholesalers 
and manufacturers to meet a roaring 
de­ 
mand. 
This merchant with whom we talked call­ 
ed attention to a survey conducted a short 
time ago 
by one of the country’s leading 
publications which revealed how much con­ 
ditions have changed. 
“Today*’, this Washington C. H. business 
man said, “More merchants are bothered by 
‘longages*, not ‘shortages’, and they are buy­ 
ing cautiously from suppliers." 
He went further by stating that this does 
not mean that retail business is in the dol­ 
drums. It isn't. It is running at a good level, 
but the 
days of record sales are over. 
In 
many cases stores have large inventories of 


goods 
which are 
moving 
comparatively 


slowly. And consumers are shopping about 
and buying with great care. 


Here seems 
proof that the retailer 
has 


plenty of problems, even though his prices 


seem high to most of us. Those prices aren't 


his fau lt-in case after case his actual profit 


per dollar of sales is less than it was in days 


when the price level was much lower. His 


operating costs have gone up all along the 


line, due to conditions which are entirely be­ 


yond his control. He must bear much of the 


brunt of consumer resentment 
over infla­ 


tion. So matters aren’t all milk and honey 
in the retail trades. 


Honesty Needed Most 
There is wide concern over the shady per­ 
formances 
of some federal 
officials and 
hangers-on, but many persons are not con­ 
vinced that a code of ethics or “a commis­ 
sion on ethics in the federal government" is 
the answer 
to the problem. 
Secretary of 
Commerce Sawyer scores a point when he 
says that “any man who has to look up his 
code of ethics to find out what is proper or 
improper to do is too innocent to be around 
Washington." 


It is undeniable 
that 
many persons 
in 
Washington have frequent opportunity to 
make easy money for themselves by throw­ 
ing their influence where it will do the most 
good. That a code of ethics could be drafted 
which would cover their activities is very 
much to be doubted. 


What is needed is to go back to some good 
old-fashioned honesty in government in­ 
stead of operating a ‘political grab-bag”!

New Tax Sources 


Are Considered 


Defense Financing 
Load to Increase

NEW YORK, Aug. 14— UP) — 
Congress still has ways to tax you 
th a t it hasn’t tried yet. 
This m ay be no tim e to bring it 
up, but Congress is being urged 
today to look into these ways. The 
T w entieth C entury 
Fund’s com ­ 
m ittee on econom ic 
stabilization 
thinks Congress should start now 
to study taxes never used here 
before -- ju st to be ready in case 
the tightening screw s of the in ­ 
come tax and 
the excise 
taxes 
don’t raise the billions sought for 
defense. 


The 
Congressional 
econo rn i c 
com m ittee, at the sam e tim e, re ­ 
leases a rep o rt of its staff experts 
today recom m ending an im m edi­ 
ate tax 
hike of $10 billion—w ith 
m ost of the burden on the m iddle 
incom e brackets. 
The T w entieth 
C entury F und, 
a non-profit foundation for p u b ­ 
lic education on cu rren t economic 
problem s, sticks to its previously | 
stated idea th a t $16 
billion is 
needed in additional taxes to pay 
for defense as we go, and to w ard 
off inflation. 
The Senate is now studying the 
H ouse’s $7.2 billion tax bill, and j 
som e m em bers of the 
Senate fi­ 
nance com m ittee--predict 
th ey ’ll i 
come out w ith a sm aller sum than 
that. 


Income Ta* Favored 
The fund’s 
com m ittee 
thinks 
that hiking personal incom e taxes 
is the best w ay to raise most of the 
$16 billion it insists is needed. B ut 
it also suggests th a t Congress, as a 
p reparatory move, start studying 
oth er taxes. 
These are explained in a book 
the fund publishes today -- ‘'F i­ 
nancing D efense’’ by A lbert 
G. 
H art and E. C ary 
Brown, 
w ho 
teach economics at Colum bus and 
the M assachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology, 
respectively . 
T h e j 
taxes -- w hich the authors dis­ 
cuss rath er than 
recom m end - - 1 
are: 
1. A spendings 
tax. U nlike 
a 
sim ple sales tax this is a tax at 
progressive rates on each fam ily’s j 
total spending 
T he m ore 
bills 1 
y our fam ily run up on you, the 
higher rate je u w ould be taxed. 
2. A n et-w orth tax. This 
has 
tempting 
revenue 
possibiliti e s , I 
since th e authors estim ate 
that 
the A m erican 
public is worth at 
least $800 billion. People could be 
taxed on w hat they’re worth rath- i 
er than on w hat they m ake. The 
authors stress the difficulties of 
m aking this fair. 
3. Tax on increases in personal 
income.

It 
m eans that if you’re m aking m ore i 
this y ear than last, you’d pay in 
addition to the usual incom e tax 
another tax on the ex tra am ount 
you’re taking hom e this year. 


Looking into Future 
The two 
econom ists 
estim ate 
th at the hum p of defense spen d­ 
ing -- either next sum m er or the

-- w ill be 
at 
least $84 billion a year. To m eet it, 
they think personal exem ptions on 
incom e taxes m ay have to go dow n 
to $400 per capita and the first- 
bracket rate go up to 32 percent. 
Thev call the personal incom e 
tax “th e w orkable 
core of eco­ 
nomic stabilization policy.’’ 
And 
they say that a "low ering of e x ­ 
em ptions ss a better w ay of u n ­ 
covering m ore tax potential than 
is a general sales tax, and far su ­ 
perior to any other tax suggest­ 
ed ’’ 
But Senator Taft, the Republi­ 
can leader, said yesterday next 
year Congress m ay have to con­ 
sider a federal sales tax to meet 
the cost of m ilitary spending.

G etting C atahoula hogs out of the sw am p 
ahead of flood w aters or to m arket requires skill 
and courage. C atahoula hog dogs have both. The 
hogs can disappear in the tangled woods like 
muddied ghosts.

The sky will be moonless then 
and these meteors will be at their 
greatest 
The meteor? are the Perseids, 


which have been returning faith­ 
fully in mid-August for more than 
a thousand years. They never have 
missed putting on a good show. 
They are dust-grain size, travel­ 
ling around 40 miles a second. At 
this speed they burn very hot and 
fast as they hit the atmosphere 60 
to 70 miles overhead. Their great 
burning 
heat 
gives them 
blue- 


white color. 
Many show 
little 
trains of sparks, and that makes 
them look like firecracker squibs. 
Falling hairs is a Mexican descrip­ 
tion of one famous( Perseid show­ 
er. 


Origin la Unknown 


The origin of these Perseids is 
unknown. They get their name 
from the constellation Eta Persei, 
the area in the sky where they 
appear to come from. Actually, 
looking anyplace right overhead 
will get them within range of your 
eyes. 
Occasionally the Perseids have 


presented true showers in mid- 
August, a veritable rain of fire. 
which however never reached the 
earth, or anywhere close to the 
ground. During the August 11-12 
period it is 
not 
unusual for a 


watcher to see 60 to IOO in 
an 


hour. 
These Perseids circle the sun in < 


a very long orbit which is more !
